The St. Clair Parkway Commission is a joint parks and recreation 
development program of the Ministry, the Cities of Sarnia and Chatham 
and the Counties of Lambton and Kent. It reports to the Minister. It 
maintains and develops 21 different park properties along the St. Clair 
River and Lake St. Clair to the Sarnia area along Highway 40. 

The Commission operates three campgrounds, two marinas, boat 
launching facilities and a golf course.
